Elections far reaching in importance are proceeding throughout the 


country today. In all states members of the uext national house of repre- 
sentatives are being chosen, except Maine and Vermont, which hare already 
mads their choice- In 27 states governors and full state tickets are be- 
ing elected and in many of the stales the legislatures elected will name 
United States senators. Most of the other states, where governors are not 
being chosen, have elections on other state offices. 


The early reports show that the poll is proceeding quietly, with no in- 


dictatlon of election disorder and with the prospects of a heavy vote at all 
point*. 
The weather at most points is propitious for bringing out the 


•vote. Snow has fallen In New York state and other eastern localities, but 
•west and south the weather generally is clear and cold. 


Th« Interest taken was shown by the heavy reported vote from many 


points during the early hours of the day. In Boston more than one- 
quartar of the registered vote had been cast in the first two hours. In Al- 
b»ny, N. T., many districts had half their vote In before 10 a. m. At Cin- 
cinnati, where President Taft Is casting his vote, the poll during the early 
hour* wan unusually heavy. Milwaukee. St. Louis, Omaha and ma\iy other 
points reported a. heavy vote. In West Virginia women were at the polls 
In large numbers for th« flrst time seeking a constitutional 
amendment 


permitting women to hold certain appointive offices.

CARE OF FEtTS AND FBATHKR8. 


A light felt hat that has Men packed 


away. If in faffly good condition, may 
be made fresh by first removing: any 
duat that may have gathered on It and 
then by rubbing In French chalk or 
powdered magnesia.

brush is excellent for applying thta 
powder. The powder should b« left on 
over night then shaken oft and tlia 
process repeated if necessary. 


Dark felt hats may be brightened by 


wiping with a cloth wrung out of hot 
water and ammonia.

be cleaned by rubbing with fuller's 
earth, making it first quite hot. Fine 
oatmeal will also answer the purpose. 


Before curling feathers that liavo 


beon laid away they should be hung in 
the sun and air for hours. The next 
step is to stroke the fronds the wrong 
way—that is. from the tip to the quill. 
This will make the feathers flufty. To 
curl, take the plume In the left hand 
and hold It over steam. Begin at the 
tip and stroke with a blunt knife, tali- 
ing about half a dozen fronds a.t a. 
time. The curl will form underneath.
